which for ages has been acces-| 
sible by voleanoes and _hot| 
springs; combining the ordina- 
ry atoms, which are contained 
in a glass of water, into all 
kinds of ‘synthetic foods; 
and the transmission of heatt in 
one direction. All these things 
and many more will be discov- 
ered and put into use as the 
times and necessity demand 
them.
